In Kay 196C a survey, based on the cu2rterly population survey sample (a one 
ner cent semple of households), was conducted threughout Australia in order to obtain, 
for nersons who were in the labour force and who alse had the responsibility for the 

care of children umer twelve years of age, informa tion about the arrangements they mzede 
40 have their children cared for while they themselves were at work (including arrange- 
ments for after-school and school holiday care). In addition, information was sought as 
to the numbers of persons who would have entered the labour force had suitable child 
care facilities been available. The inquiry was. directed mainly to working mothers, but 
males with the sole responsibility for children. were also included. 


2. A preliminary statement of the survey acer ie was published on 6 February 
1970. This bulletin contains more detailed estimates, including, in some cases, 
particulars for individual States. In some tables, however, because of limitations 
imposed by the sample size, it has not been possible to show separate figures for the 
Smaller States. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 





Scope of the survey 


Di The porulation survey covers 2l1l persons aged fifteen years and over except 
members of the permanent armed forces, national servicemen enlisted in the Regular Army 
Suovlement and sr ncde pala a aaa personnel customarily excluded from census and 
estimated populations. 


4.. or the survey of child care, questions were asked of all females in the 
population survey aged less than sixty years and all widowed, divorced and permanently 
seperated males in the population survey aged less than sixty years, with the following 
excertions ; persons attending school, university, etc. full time, persons permanently 
unable to work, and inmates of institutions such as hospitals, sanatoria and gaols, for 
whom, for the purposes of the survey, the institution wes regarded as their dwelling. 





Definitions 
5. | The labour force comprises all. nersons who durine the survev "7. were 
employed or unemployed, according te the definitions customarily used in the population 


survey. Employed persons are those who, during the survey week, did any work for pai 
orofit, etc. in a job or business, or 9 a farm, worked fifteen hours or more without 
oay in a family business (or farm}, ox hed a job, business or farm from which they were 
temporarily absent. Unemployed persuus are ‘those who during the survey week did not 
have a job or business and were actively looking for work or were laid off from their 
jobs without pay for the whole week. For more detailed definitions see the Labour Force 
bulletin (Reference No. 6.20). 


6. For the purposes of the survey, 2 child care centre was defined as a 
registered or unregistered establishment, other than a private dwelling, where care wes 
provided for five or more children below compulsory school age. Some other common names 
given to these centres ere "child mindine centre", "creche", "cot room" and "nursery 
school". Centres such as pre-schocls and kincergartens which are educational institu- 
tions were also incluced in this cate; Ory A home care centre was defined es one 
operated on a commercial basis in a private dwelling, in which the proprietor zenerally 
lived.

defined as the person who, being e menber of the household to which the child belonged,

Reliability of the estimates 
8. Since the estimates in this bulletin are based on a sample, they may differ 


fron the figures that would have been obtained from a camplete census using the same 
questionnaires and procedures. One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to which an estimate might have varied by 
chance because only a sample, and not the whole population, was enumerated. There are 
about two chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less than one standard 
error from the figure that would have been obtained from a comparable complete enumera-~ 
tion, and about nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will be less than two 
standard errors. A table of standard errors which is intended to be of general applica- 
tion is given below :

a. In the tables in this bulletin only estimates of 4,000 or over have been 


shown, as smaller estimates would be subject to such high standard errors (relative to 
the size of the.estimate) as to detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. Although, in some cases, figures for these small components can be derived by 
subtraction, they should not be regarded as reliable. 


10. The reliability of an estimated percentage, computed by using sample data 
for both numerator and denominator, depends upon both the size of the percentage and tf] 
size of the denominator. Percentages calculated from figures in this bulletin have 
generally somewhat lower proportional standard errors than have the estimates which form 


the numerators of the percentages, particularly where the percentages are large. 


hts The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is measured by the 
standard error, should not be confused with inaccuracies that may occur because of 
imperfections in reporting by interviewers and respondents. Inaccuracies of this kind 
are referred to as the non-sampling error, and they may occur in any enumeration, whether 
it be a full count or only a sample. Every effort is made to reduce the non-sampling 
error to a minimum by careful design of questionnaires, intensive training and super- 
vision of interviewers and efficient operating procedures.
